W ashington, June 13.— The senate 
placed the resolution of Senator Knox, 
Republican, Pennsylvania, to have the 
senate declare definitely it cannot ac­ 
cept the league of nations interw oven 
w ith the peace treaty, on the calendar 
for consideration early next week. 
In reporting the measure, the For­ 
eign Relations com m ittee amended it 
to strike out the section which would 
have declared it a policy of the A m eri­ 
can governm ent to co-operate in com­ 
batting any future 
menace 
to 
the 
peace of Europe. 
The provision was 
elim inated by friends of the resolu­ 
tion a fte r it became apparent 
that 
otherw ise favorable com m ittee action 
might be endangered. 
On the motion to amend, as w ell as 
on the final vote, all the Dem ocratic I 
m em bers voted in the negative and In | 
each case they were joined by Senator 
M cCum ber, Republican, of North Da­ 
kota, a league supporter. 
On filial ap­ 
proval the vote stood 8 to 7. 
Tw o unsuccessful motions to post­ 
pone action by the com m ittee until . 
next week wrere made by Senator P itt­ 
m an. Dem ocrat, of Nevuda. 
The sen­ 
ate adjourned until Monday so there 
would be no debate ou the resolution 
this w’eek. 
W hen the measure comes up the 
first of the week, its supporters w ill 
try to press it to an early vote so 
that if adopted, it w ill reach the V er­ 
sailles conference before the signing 
of the treaty. 
The league supporters 
are expected to m ake a b itter fight 
ngainst any such action. 
W hile they 
disclaim any intention to conduct a 
filibuster, they say they w ill not per­ 
m it a vote until the resolution has 
been discussed at length. 
A resolution reserving the right of 
the Am erican congress to determ ine 
the justness of the obligations imposed 
upon this country under the much dis­ 
cussed section IO of the League of 
Nations covenant, was m eanw hile in 
troduced by Senator Sterling. Republi­ 
can.

FUEL CONTROL SYSTEM 


Federal Officials Have Perfected 
Peace-Time Plan. 


Dr. H. A. Garfield 
Issues Statem ent

A plan has been 
worked out by the Federal Fuel ad­ 
m inistration to adm inister fuel after 
peace is declared, which has the ap­ 
proval of President W ilson, according 
to a statement issued by Dr. H arry A. 
Garfield, fuel adm inistrator. 
The statem ent was issued through 
the office of David W hitcom b, form er 
executive secretary of the Fuel admin 
inflation, upon th** return of M r W hit 
comb with Dr. and Mrs. Garfield from 
a trip to Panier N ational park. 
Th** statement follows: 
"W ith the actual coming of peace, 
the 
Federal 
Fuel 
adm inistration 
ceases to exist. 
I hope, however, that 
there w ill be a plan, not to continue 
the Fuel adm inistration, but to con 
tlnue to adm inister fuel— a part of a 
general plan under which the govern­ 
m ent shall continue something of that 
intim ate relation w ith industry which 
was created during the war.
